INSTRUCT FOR HARRISON.

Resolutions Adopted Indorsing the Pres-
ident’'s Administration.

The f{following resolutions
adoptea by the convention:

“The Republicans of Illinois, in State
convention assembled, pledging anew
their devotion to those principles of
government, which under Republican
auspices have achieved such signal
triumphs in the promotion of public
welfare, do hereby declare:

We recognize in the present unex-
ampled industrial prosperity of the na-
tion the most forcible demonstration of
the wisdom of the policy of protec-
tion of the Republican party, as ex-
pressed in the McKinley tariff law,and
pledge: our unfaultering support of
such further national legislation as
